After years of losses and store closures, 
Blockbuster has a message for the country: 
We’re still here. 

The once dominant movie-rental chain, 
which is undergoing Chapter ii reorganiza- 
tion, will this week launch its first nationwide 
advertising campaign since 2007. The goal is 
not only to advertise what the company sees 
as its advantages over competitors Netflix 
and Redbox, but also to let consumers know 
that despite widely publicized struggles, it’s 
still open. 

“One of the biggest challenges for Block- 
buster for the past few years has been public 
perception, and this is intended to remind 
people that we’re still in business and we 
have a unique offering,” Chief Executive Jim 
Keyes said. 

Blockbuster has fallen behind its com- 
petitors in recent years as consumers have 
flocked to Redbox’s kiosks, which rent mov- 
ies for $i a day, and Netflix’s DVD -by-mail 
subscription plan, as well as a growing num- 
ber of digital options. Blockbuster now of- 
fers its own versions of all those options, but 
the other companies had a head start. 

Dallas-based Blockbuster won approval 
from a federal bankruptcy judge and the 
lenders funding its operations to spend 
$15 million to $20 million on the new ad 
campaign, which highlights the fact that it 
offers many new releases 28 days earlier than 
Netflix and Redbox. 

Both of those companies have agreed to 
impose delays on offering new DVDs from 
20th Century Fox, Universal Pictures, War- 
ner Bros, and, in Netflix’s case, Sony Pictures 
because of the studios’ concerns that their 
low rental prices undercut profits. Block- 
buster charges higher prices, typically $3 to 
$5 for an in-store or online rental, generating 
more money for studios that share in the rev- 
enue. 

With the new campaign. Blockbuster’s ad 
spending next month is to be three times as 
high as it was in December 2009.

Netflix rolls out new strategy in dog-eat-dog film distribution field

NEW YORK Netflix has a new game plan. 

The company announced Monday that it 
will offer its first unlimited streaming-only 
subscription plan in the U.S. and raise prices 
on some of its other streaming and DVD 
plans, which accelerates its move away from 
its DVD -by-mail business. 

The move helps Netflix’s efforts to phase 
out sending DVDs by mail, said Gabelli & 
Company analyst Brett Harriss. 

“For awhile, the goal of the company was 
to change its business model from DVDs to 
streaming because it recognizes the DVD 
has a limited shelf life at this time and 
streaming has higher margins,” Harriss said. 

The company said Monday the streaming 
plan will be available immediately 

As for the price increases, new subscrib- 
ers will have to pay them right away while 
current members will start paying higher 
fees in January 

The streaming plan will cost $7.99 a

That’s how much Netflix’s new stream- 
ing-only subscription plan will cost each 
month. Last week Hulu launched its 
streaming-only plan, Hulu Plus, for the 
same monthly price. 


month and the prices for the one-DVD and 
two-DVD rental plans wiU rise to $9.99 and 
$14.99, respectively The three-DVD plan 
will jump $3 to $19.99, which Wedbush Se- 
curities analyst Michael Pachter said will 
turn away hundreds of thousands of sub- 
scribers. 

“The gain Netflix gets from people who 
don’t want a disc at aU is offset by a number 
of people who will quit because of higher 
pricing,” he said. 

Pachter added that Netflix’s new plans 
will “have less of a beneficial impact than 
the Street is saying,” referring to the 7 per- 
cent jump in Netflix shares Monday on Wall 


Street. 

Netflix, which gained success as a DVD 
rent-by-mail service, ended the third quar- 
ter with 16.9 million members in the U.S. 
and Canada. It launched its first streaming- 
only service in Canada in September. 

Its streaming video library still is tiny 
compared with its DVD by-mail selection, 
and Harriss said the company would have 
to continue spending on expensive content 
deals to boost its digital offerings. 

Netflix already has pricey partnerships 
with EPIX pay TV channel, estimated at 
$i billion, and NBC Universal, a unit of 
General Electric Co. 

Known for its signature red envelopes 
for mail-in DVD rentals, Netflix’s content 
now is streamed on a host of devices, rang- 
ing from smart phones and video game con- 
soles to connected TVs. 

In late October, the company said it ex- 
pects to generate $586 million to $598 mil- 
lion in revenue in the fourth quarter.

The ultimate 
CTA workout 

It’s time to get physical on the CTA. 

Going PubHc has compiled ways to burn 
off that Turkey Day casserole on public 
transportation. 

» No bus, no fuss: Instead of waiting 
lo minutes or more in a chilly shelter for 
a bus to arrive, walk to the next stop. Or 
use Bus Tracker to time your commute 
imperfectly so you’ll have to hustle to 
catch the bus. The Mayo Clinic estimates adding 30 minutes of brisk 
walking to a daily routine may burn about 150 calories a day 

» Stair master: Forgo the elevator or escalator for the stairs. A Har- 
vard Medical School study determined climbing stairs burns calories 
two to three times faster than walking briskly If you really want a 
workout, visit the "VGlson stop on the Red Line, the Irving Park stop 
on the Blue Line or the PauHna stop on the Brown Line. Each stop 
has 40 or more steps. 

» Sweat-iquette: Give up your seat on buses, trains, platforms and 
in shelters. Standing sheds about 25 percent more calories than sit- 
ting, Florida sleep researcher Matthew Edlund wrote last month on 

psychologytoday.com. 

» Chair-obics: If you must sit, there are exercises you can do in your 
seat. The Occupational Health CHnics for Ontario Workers recom- 
mends stretching while you sit. For a leg workout, place feet shoulder- 
width apart with your heels on the floor. Swing toes in, then out. To 
stretch your neck, move your head to your right shoulder to try to 
touch your shoulder with your ear. Keep your shoulder down and 
repeat on the left side. 

» Cycle path: Add cycling to your commute. Many CTA stations 
have bike parking, and bikes can be placed on racks on the front of 
buses. Remember to time your bike commute. Bikes are not allowed 
on trains on weekdays from 7-9 a.m. and from 4-6 p.m. Harvard 
Medical School estimates a 155-pound person cycHng 12 mph (5-min- 
ute miles) can burn 298 calories every half-hour.

Just how successful 
are Craigslist missed 
connections posts?

So you’re on the “L.” 

You take a look around. You scope out the 
other riders and check out the hotties. You 
spot one! 

Now, look for a ring (unless you’re a home 
wrecker). Try to sneak glances at that person 
and hope to make eye contact. Don’t stare, 
because that’s creepy Smile. Good. 

Now, quick, think of something to say ... 
something witty something smart— any- 
thing really— to break the ice. Hmmm, how 
about— no, wait ... 

^u just let that person get off at the stop 
without mumbling a word, didn’t you? No 
name. No number. No nothing. 

Ugh, you blew it! ^)Cbll, maybe not. 

There’s always Craigslist, right? 

The site’s missed connections posting area is 
teeming with Chicagoans looking for a second 
shot at CTA connections. From 95th Street on 
the Red Line to Skokie on the ^llow Line and 
O’Hare on the Blue Line, there’s no limit to 
the sometimes sweet, sometimes salacious and 
often serendipitous love letters to strangers. 

Craigslist recently ranked the Red, Brown 
and Purple line Belmont stop— which has 
the most transfers of any on the system— the 
most romantic “L’ station. The Red Line— 
with average weekday ridership at more 
than 260,000, according to the most recent 
ridership report, making it the most trav- 
eled on the system— was crowned the most 
romantic rail line. The site studied more than 
250 missed connection postings for four 
weeks and noted which train stops and train 
lines were mentioned the most. 

While the odds of finding someone through 
missed connections can be slim, it is possible, 
said Jim Buckmaster, Craigslist CEO. 

“People really do value long shots,” he said. 
“The idea of getting a second chance, how- 
ever small, is very powerful.” 

Of course, for many of us, reading them is a 
guilty pleasure. But it does make you wonder. 

What has really happened to riders look- 
ing to turn their missed connections into love 
connections? RedEye checked in on three 
recent missed connections posts to see how 
riders fared. These are their stories.

Wicked weather 


Storms rock Chicago 
area; snow possible 
for Thanksgiving

The last of the mild fall weather was leaving 
the Chicago area Monday night, followed 
by a cold front that could bring snow on 
Thanksgiving and single-digit wind chills 
for early shoppers Friday 

The National Weather Service is predict- 
ing a 30 percent to 40 percent chance of 
snow Thursday morning as temperatures 
drop from the 40s to low 30s during the day 
Some areas could get their first measurable 
snowfall, defined by the weather service as 
at least one-tenth of an inch. 

“It’s not looking like anything wide- 
spread,” weather service meteorologist 


Richard Castro said. 

As of Monday evening, the official re- 
cording station at O’Hare had not record- 
ed a trace of snow The earliest the Chi- 
cago area has seen measurable snowfall is 
Oct. 18, the date on which 0.7 inches fell 
in 1989 and 0.2 inches fell in 1972. The lat- 
est the area has seen snow is Dec. 16, 1965, 
when 0.3 inches hit the pavement. 

Temperatures will plunge throughout the 
day on Thanksgiving, reaching the upper 
teens at night. Wind chills could be in the 
single digits early Friday morning, Castro 
said. 

The Chicago Weather Center said highs 
Friday wiU fail to reach 30 degrees for the 
first time since Feb. 25, when the tempera- 
ture was a chilly 28 degrees. 

“It’ll be a shock to the system with the 
fall we’ve had,” Castro said. 


Meanwhile, severe thunderstorms 
rumbled through the area Monday and six 
middle school children were injured when 
their bus apparently was hit by a tornado 
and thrown off a road near Rockford, au- 
thorities said. 

The National Weather Service was warn- 
ing about possible flash flooding through- 
out the area Monday night, as rain fell 
in torrents in areas such as Glen Ellyn in 
DuPage County, where a weather service 
spotter recorded more than 2 inches of rain 
between 4 and 4:45 p.m. 

The middle school bus was blown off the 
road about 3 p.m. near Harlem and Argyle 
roads in the east-central part of Winnebago 
County according to Winnebago County 
Deputy Chief Don Gasparini. 

The injuries were not life-threatening, 
Gasparini said.

Chicago police seized more than 200 mari- 
juana plants early Monday morning at a South 
Side residence they described as housing a so- 
phisticated cultivation operation. 

Police said they found grow lights, an irriga- 
tion system and duct work for ventilation in ad- 
dition to the plants in the single-family home on 
the 7400 block of South Lafayette Avenue. The 
plants ranged in size from 6 inches to 5 feet. 

“It was quite sophisticated,” News Affairs 
Officer John Mirabelli said. No estimate on 
the worth of the marijuana was immediately 


available because of the variation in the size 
of the plants. 

A weapon and a bulletproof vest also were 
found in the home, police said. 

Police from the 6th District executed a 
search warrant shortly after midnight. The 
Fire Department also sent units as a precau- 
tion in case a crystal meth lab was on the 
premises, but there proved to be none, de- 
partment spokesman Rich Rosado said. 

Police said “the target” of the raid was stiU 
being sought. Two children were removed from 
the home, but police could not provide details.

Burris, Meeks enter 
Chicago mayorai race

Bounced out of the U.S. Senate, Roland Bur- 
ris landed in the middle of the race for Chi- 
cago mayor Monday when a group of sup- 
porters filed petitions to place him on the 
ballot just before the deadline. 

The last time Burris heeded the siren’s 
call of a draft movement for mayor, he got 
less than 40 percent against Mayor Daley in 

1995- 

It was unclear whether Burris would actu- 
ally run this time, but his tentative step into 
a field of 20 candidates for mayor was the fi- 
nal act in a circus on the last day to enter the 
Feb. 22 city elections. 


Also filing for mayor was the tenant who 
refuses to leave Rahm Emanuel’s house, 
forcing the former White House chief of 
staff to find another home in his bid. 

State Sen. James T. Meeks, the South Side 
pastor, officially entered the race, filing what 
his attorney said were 50,000 signatures on 
ballot petitions. 

City election officials said the mayoral 
field is the largest in more than 50 years. But 
it almost certainly will shrink. Every candi- 
date’s petitions are subject to challenges and 
it’s likely many will be contested by the Nov. 
30 deadline. A minimum of 12,500 signatures 
of registered Chicago voters are required.

Quick times 

Bears have tall order In stopping speedy Phllly receivers 


As much as he would like to forget it, Bears 
safety Danieal Manning reluctantly recalled 
what happened the last time speedy Philadel- 
phia Eagles receiver DeSean Jackson visited 
Soldier Field. 

It was one year ago when Jackson sliced 
through the Bears’ Cover-2 on the way to a 48- 
yard touchdown reception. Jackson sprinted 
by strong safety A 1 Afalava after then-Eagles 
quarterback Donovan McNabb made a play 
fake to running back LeSean McCoy 

Manning, playing free safety, was more con- 
cerned with the deep curl route by Jeremy 
Maclin, since McNabb appeared poised to 
throw to Maclin. But the moment Manning 
squatted, McNabb sailed a pass over the top 
to Jackson for the score. 

“Good throw and catch,” Manning said. “It 
was just a good call by them.” 


Outside of the obvious unenviable task of 
shutting down dual-threat quarterback Mi- 
chael Vick, the Bears will have to keep Jack- 
son and Maclin from breaking loose deep 
Sunday. Both have 80-plus-yard touchdown 
receptions this season. Combined, Jackson 
and Maclin have 10 40-plus-yard receptions. 
Maclin has seven touchdowns, Jackson five. 

The Bears showed some vulnerability 
against a receiver with speed when Percy Har- 
vin of the Vkings scored a 53 -yard touchdown 
two weeks ago.
